thinking  in  designing  innovative  responses.  The  inquiry  process  begins  with  the  natural  curiosity  of  students,  engaging  them  in  diverse 
ways  of  questioning  and  thinking,  and  moving  them  beyond  problem-solving  and  decision-making.  They  apply  critical  thinking,  creative 
thinking,  and  metacognition  skills  as  they  analyze  issues  and  devise  forward  thinking  strategies.  These  strategies  focus  on  moving 
ahead  with  a problem  or  issue  that  may  have  multiple  or  complex  causes,  and  may  not  have  a clear  solution. 
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Social  participation  skills  enable  students  to  work  cooperatively  and  collaboratively,  using  their  talents,  vision,  and  perspectives  to 
contribute  actively  to  the  betterment  of  their  communities.  These  outcomes  include  interpersonal  and  group  skills,  and  focus  on 
cooperation,  conflict  resolution,  consensus-building,  collaborative  decision-making,  and  learning  to  deal  with  dissent  and  disagreement. 
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Social  studies  learning  encourages  the  development  of  values  and  attitudes  that  enable  students  to  participate  actively  and  responsibly 
in  a changing  pluralistic  society.  Values  and  attitudes  in  social  studies  may  be  described  in  relation  to  self,  others,  learning,  community, 
environment,  and  citizenship.
